EMERSON’S HINT TO A YOUNG PREACHER. 

The recent advertisement of the life of Rev. 
Josern Emerson has suggested to me that a 
| remark of his which has been of some use to 
myself, may benefit others also, if it may obtain 
a place inthe Recorder, 1 had not preached 
more than some half dozen times, when Mr 
Emerson was my hearer in his own church at 
Beverly. As we were both seating ourselves 
on our return to his house, he remarked in his 
characteristic manner,—as kind, as abrupt— 

You did not preach as well as | expected—you 
do not preach as well as you talk: your conversa- 
tion ts better than your sermons, 

I received I believe some advantage at the 
time: but I did not apprehend the remark—I 
certainly did not fully and systematically apply 
it, vutil years of experience and observation had 
passed by. Atlength, T too, had ofien expe- 
rienced a similae disappoiatinent; and found 
myself less interested and Jess aided, from the 
pulpit, than Lo had heen, by the very same lips, 
in the free conversation that had just passed by: 
had received the mere common places of reli- 
gious doctrine, instead of the same doctrine in 
the form and coloring which it had gained 
from a personal experience and reflection, I 
must confess also that | had often wronged my- 
self: that Phad uttered fromthe pulpit, what 
might have been uttered with equal propriety 
by any other man, instead of venturing to pro- 
claim the great truths which all ought to pro- 
claim, in the manner, and in the relations, in 
which they seemed the mostinteresting and im- 
; portant to myself. At length, conscious of

should have at least as much originality and pe-

MISSION TO PERSIA. 


The Prudential Committee of the American 
Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, 
to the Rev. James Lyman Merrick, appointed 
@ Missionary to the Mohammedans of Persia: 
—([read in the Chapel of Amherst College, Sabbath 
evening, Aug. 10, 1834.] 

Deak Beorner,—The Mohammedan of West- 
ern Asia with too much reason despises the 
Christian religion; for, in every form in which 
it has heen presented co his notice, until within 
a few years past, it has been as a system of 
ilolatrous worship, It must be presented to him 
ina different: form—divested of superstitious 
and profane rites, and of all that paralizes tts 


power upon the couscience and heart. For this 


| Purpose, We Inust persevere in our missions to 


the degenerate oriental churches, and extend 


' 
} those missions more and more; and we must 


publish the * truth, as it isin Jesus,” directly to 
the Mohammedans themselves. Why should 


| we pass by the many millions who are deceived 


by the False Prophet? 


Come they not within 
our Commission ? 


Are we not commanded to 
proclaim to them the Gospel?

‘There you will do well to re- 
main till spring in the study of the Arabic and 
‘Turkish languages. Mr. Schautiler has pre- 
pared himseifte lecture ou the grammatical struc- 
ture of those languages, and both he and Mr, 
Goodell will be able to render you much assiet- 
ance in acquiring the latter. The importance 

of the Turkish language to the full success of 
| your researches, is apparent from the fuct, that it 
is the native language of perhaps a third part of 
the inhabitants of Persia. Over the populous 
| province of Aderbaijan, which is the first you 
will enter, Persian is only the language of trade 
and of the government. The same true of 
Mazanderan, and of «a considerable part of the 
large provinces of Irak and Khorasan; and pro- 
bably along the caravan route from the present 
capital of Persia to Bokhara, if not to Cabal, 
Aud here the Committee would earnestly en- 
join upon you the duty of making yourself gran 
matically and familiarly aequaite d with the 
| two principal languages of the country you are 
| sent to explore. Without these, you cannot 
| alequately perform the duties assigned you. 
| You are to determine, by actual experiments,

Lee’s Controversial ‘Tracts on Christianity and 
Mohammedanism, without feeling the necessi- 
ty of all that intellectual and moral culture, 
which may be derived from atl 
eal and theological education in the colleges and 
seminaries of our country. Indeed, in no part 
of the world will a Christian missionary find it 
so netessury to be armed atall points for the 
conflict, as in Persia,—where, its said, two- 
thirds of the males can read, where discussion is 
the delight of the intelligent, and where imagi- 
nation leads off the intellect into the wild fields 
of speculation, and can be controlled only by 
the ascendant power of clear, vigorous, substan- 
tial thought.
